RUSSIA GREATLY DISTURBED.

mains of Grand Duke Sergius will not 
be brought to St. Petersburg for the 
present, but will be placed in a tem- 
porary receiving vault of the cloister 
of the Chauff Monastery, to await the 
completion of alterations now in prog- 
ress in the Romanoff mausoleum in the 
fortress of Saints Peter and Paul.

A thin layer of snow today has 
dimmed the bi06d stains in the Senate 
square. The windows of the Palace 
of Justice have been reglazed and 
other hasty efforts have been made to 
obliterate traces of Friday’s tragedy. 
Evidence, however, is being found in 
most unexpected places. Soldiers this 
afternoon discovered many pieces of 
the carriage in which Grand Duke Ser- 
gius was riding when he met his death 
and fragments of flesh were found on 
the top of the twelve-foot parapet of 
the arsenal, among the Napoleonic 
guns. 
Until the funeral, which has been 
‘fixed for Thursday, February 23, the re- 
mains of Grand Duke Sergius will rest 
in the aneient dining-room of the 
Chaudoff monastery, to which through- 
out the day the people of Moscow have 
been admitted to pay their last re- 
spects In parties of one hundred. This 
precaution wes taken because it was 
thought necessary to avoid the possi- 
bility of demonstrations. 

The assassin remains persistently 
silent. His identity has not yet been 
established, and aithough the police 
have been trying diligently, they have 
been unable to find any clews to any 
possible accomplice. 

The assassia'’s papers and clothes of- 
{fer no means of identification, and his 
pass evidentiy was forged and appears 
never to have been issued. His photo- 
graph has been taken, to be dispatched 
to all the universities, but It the assas- 
sin is actually a workman and not a 
student, the police may find themselves 
at sea.

Symmes Block is Burned, With an Ag- 
gregate Loss of Three Hundred 
Thousand Dollars.

Russian Battalions Out f lanked 
and Guns Taken.

MUKDEN, Feb. 19.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The news is confirmed tonight 
that Japanese cavalry, said to be seven 
squadrons strong, routed two battal- 
ions of frontier guards at Huoshih 
Pass, 120 miles northeast of this city, 
Friday afternoon. The announcement 
has created great excitement, as it 
places within the power of Japanese 
raiders the opportunity to destroy thé 
railroad bridges across the Yi River, 
and also further south across the Shing 
River, thus rutting off the Russian 
army from its regular source of sup- 
plies, by the railroad which runs south 
from Kirin. 


guards on the railroad south of Huo- 
shih observed the enemy west of the 
railroad in the mountains Friday, and 
went forward to attack. Only a squad- 
ron of Japanese cavalry was in sight, 
but after the engagement had opened, 
the Russian battalions were out- 
flanked, two mountain guns captured 
end more than fifty of the command 
killed.

In their long, 
dreary months of frost and snow they 
will have ample time to read again and 
again the story of the fox discomfited 
and chagrined. Then, perhaps, though 
they profess themselves unable to di- 
gest Californian apples, they may have 
digested the Aesopian philosophy. And 
when at last they emerge into the sun- 
shine of the beautiful eastern spring, 
when they behofl the buds burating 
into greenery and listen to the song- 
birds warbling forth their joy, when 
they feel their own hearts thawing out 
again, they may find on their lips some 
more kindly phrase, in their souls some 
more manly sentiment, than the “sour 
grapes” of the disgruntied robber of 
chicken roosts.

And so it 
sometimes depends on where a man 
lives as to what the answer shall be. 

“Socrates was put to death for m- 
fidelity, Jesus was crucified because 
He was an infidel, according to the 
views of the people in power in His 
time. Luther was regarded as an in- 
fidel in his day; and Ralph Waldo 
Emerson was considered one of we 
American leaders of infidelity when 
he was in his prime. I. was brought 
up to “regard Emerson es much an 
infidel as Col. Ingersoll is regarded 
today. 
Christians ordinarily were called by 
was the idea of the Romans that the 
Christians did not worship any Ged 
that was worthy of the name. 

“I believe in the believer! What 60 
I mean by the believer? I mean the

er utterances than are scattered 
through the remarkable collection of 
books that we call the Bible, It is 
a great word that ‘Faith is the sub- 
stance of things hoped for, the evi- 

dence of things not seen.’ and if I 
were to put it into twentieth-century 
language it would be like this: The 
ideal is the real. Faith is the actual 
perception of the real, not a picture 
but the reality. What we thus eee 
we hope for. I believe that this 
body of mine is a real thing, but 1 
do not believe that which dwelis in 
my soul—my conceptions of justice, 
my coneeptiong of righteousness, my 
conceptions of love—I do not belle ve 
that these are unreal things. I think 
they are eternal realities.

CRIMGBON RHUBARB. 
rhubarb has evidently come 
to stay. Mra. T. R. Shepherd, who 


has been experimenting with the new 


everlasting variety for the past year, 
ls overwhelmed with letters from all 
sections seeking information regarding 
the new  frult-vegetable. Crimson 
rhubarb, also known as strawberry 
rhubarb. was introduced to California 
from Austrailia by Luther Burbank. 
it is as different from the old-style 
big-stemmed garden stuff of the East 
as it is possible to have two plants 
of the same variety. It is really a 
dainty table delicacy, and when de- 
sired can be made into jelly. By the 
time one stemming is done for mar- 
ket another set of stems has appeared 
and i growing. Mrs. Shepherd has 
about. an acre of the plant about town 
on the various vacant lots. From 
these patches she has shipped an im- 
mense amount of the plant stems to 
market. Last week she cut 1200 pounds 
of the stems for markets in Los An- 
geles, Fresno and Ogden, Utah. In 
the past month, or since the plants 
matured and got to bearing, she has 
cut and shipped to market two and 
a half tons of the stems, and the de- 
mand isagrowing constantly. She re- 
ceives $5 per hundred for the stems, 
and of this amount pays about one- 
fifth for harvesting and boxing. Many 
people contemplate going into the bus- 
iness extensively in this section, with 
the view of sending it out in carload 
lots to the East. It would be con- 
sidered a luxury in any land at any 
time of year, but it is thought the 
frozen eastern man would jump at 
the privileg® of having such a deli- 
cacy on hie table the year round.

FOODS FROM FRANCE. 


Fat Hens, Rouen Ducks and Normandy 
Apples Imported for New York 
Epicure. 

{New York Sun:] There is growing 
up here in New York a cult in the art 
of good eating. There is a large and 
a growing group of New Yorkers who 
are not convinced by glitter and das- 
ling table equipment that the dinner 
they are eating is a good dinner. As 
to the price, that does not figure in 
their calculations. It never did, for 
thta matter; but now it is coming to 
be more and more insisted upon that 
the price shall be felt in the food K- 
self rather than in the food acces- 
sories. 

But for all the finer touches in the 
matter of food we still are going 
abroad. Of course there are the stand- 
ard American things, such as canvas- 
back ducks and terrapin. These are al- 
ways in demand and always expensive. 

It will take from $6 to $8 to buy a 
pair of canvasback ducks, and only 
two persons can be served from a sin- 
le duck. And as for the terrapin, 
they stil hold their own at from §60 
to $80, and even, now and then, $120 
a dosen. 

Yet the greater part of all of these 
supplies for the most expensive dishes 
consumed by the art feeders of New 
York come from abroad. The foreign 
steamers, particularly the steamers of 
the French line, bring great quantities 
of very high-priced articles of food to 
the city every week. And very few of 
these articles ever get by New York. 

The clubs get the lion's share of all 
the finer and most expensive articles, 
but the high-priced restaurants have 
a steady, and, within the past four or 
five years, a rapidly-growing demand 
for these products. e importation of 
poulardes du Mans, canards de Rouen 
and the most expensive European 
fruits has grown steadily of late and 
has become no ineconsiderable item in 
New York's bill of fare. 

A poularde du Mans, or fat hen of 
le Mans, is a bird which, like the 
Strasburg goose, spends the last three 
or four months of her life in a box 
which barely permits her to move, 
Her only consolation during this sea- 
son ot retirement is that she has 
limitiess quantities of all the varieties 
of food she likes best and which are 
mos“ calculated to make her flesh white 
and tender and saturated with fat. Six 
dollars apiece is about what the pou- 
lardes cost, and some of them weigh 
almost as much as a small turkey. 

The Rouen ducks are also extremely 
popular here in New York and are 
being imported in rapidly-increasing 
numbers. ey are particularly fat an! 
tender and they cost just about the 
same as the poulardes, sometimes run- 
ning up as high as $7 for a particularly 
fine one. 

From both France and England 
come pheasants in large quantities. 

The imported pheasant, properly 
served with truffles, will cort about 


“We don't import plover eggs any 
more,” said J. B. Martin of the Café 
Martin. It's against the law—has been 
for some time, but we used to get a 
great many of them, and sold them for 
from 80 cents to a dollar apiece. 

“You could easily eat a dozen of 
them, and that is just what a gentle- 
man in my place did one time. I am 
sure he did not realize what WAS 
doing, until he got his bill for $12 ‘for 
plovers’ eggs. He paid the bili without 
a murmur. but he seemed rater ab 
sent-minded and dispirited afterward.” 

Of the absurdly expensive foreign 
ruft that is consumed here in Ne w 
York none its more popular than the 
Calvilie apples. They are grown in 
Normandy and near Turenne also, an 
‘ell here in New York for 75 cents to 
$i apiece. Even in France at certain 
seasons of the year. they bring % an! 
45 cents apiece, while +t Monte Carto 
they not infrequently touch $1 apie e.
